Hanna Boys’ Center Reports 
On Progress to Residents 


The West’s ‘boys’ town” will 
become a “teenager” late this 
month (Nov. 25) when Hanna 
Boys’ Center, Sonoma home for 
neglected boys of all races and 
creeds, observes its 13th anni- 
versary with an afternoon open 
house for friends from through- 
out California. 

This week, the 120 young 
citizens of the little “town,” 
which had its beginnings in 
Menlo Park in 1945, asked the 
Recorder to submit their annu- 
al progress report to Menlo 
Park residents. 

Highlight of the year was the 


arrival of the 800th boy to find | 


a home at Hanna Center, which 
has been built entirely by vol- 
untary contributoions and be- 


capped in his study of law by 
the necessity of working full 
time to support himself. 

The director stressed that 
continuation of this program 
depends upon continued favor- 
able response to an annual let- 
ter of appeal which he and his 
| boys send to many California 
homes. Sympathetic response 
has been vital, since it has been 
the boys’ principal source of 
support. 

The work of Hanna Center‘s 
leaders only begins with provi- 
sion of a home for boys in need 
of a home. Academic and trade 
schools emphasize spiritual val- 
ues, the dignity of labor, and 
training in good citizenship

“The association thinks this 
is the logical thing to do in 
terms of planning policy,” Alex- 
ander said, assuring that the 
move is not directed against 
anyone in particular. 

The county’s general master 
plan calls for the area to be 
zoned three acres or more 
single family residential. 

“During the interim period 
of reexamination, it is probable 
that many applications may be 
made for development under 
the exisiting zoning ordinance, 
whicch could frustrate any fu- 
ture permanent change in the 
existing zoning ordinance, 
could be contrary to the best 
development for the retention 
of the natural beauty of the 
valley, could be injurious to 
the watershed formed by the 
foothills and thereby be con- 
trary to the public welfare,” 
the petition points out.

Street Problem 


Menlo Park city planners 
Monday night were to have 
met with a delegation of resi- 
dents from the Sharen Heights 
area, to give further study to 
a proposed extension of Monte 
Rosa Drive. 

The extension, if built, would 
continue the street to a pro- 
posed 10-acre neighborhood 
shopping center which would 
front on an eventual Sand Hill 
Road frontage road. 


Two weeks ago, residents of 
the area protested against the 
proposed extension, citing the 
generation of traffic as reason 
for their complaints. 


The Sharon Heights resi- 
dents’ delegation last week 
also viewed the problem, as 
they saw it, with members of 
the Menlo Park traffic safety 
commission; the commission 
previously had recommended 
the extension. 


In earlier discussions it was 
brought out that Monte Rosa 


ers in the unincorporated en- 
clave had collected a total of

having been turned in at the 
time of the meeting. 
“Other divisions of the Cru- 
sade were proceeding toward 
the achievement of quotas with 
varying success. 


Earl F. Schmidt of Woodside, 
chairman of the social agencies 
of the Crusade, reported col- 
lection of $4918 or 102.8 per 
cent of a $4783 goal. 


City employees of the mu- 
nicipalities throughout the 
county also were over their 
quotas, reporting collection of 
‘101.4 per cent of a $5499 goal.

Plan Revived 
For Street 
Repaving Job 


After an hiatus caused by the 
Willow Freeway route contro- 
versy, 2 plan to repave bumpy 
Santa Margarita Avenue’s half- 
mile length has been revived. 

Menlo Park City Councilmen, 
at the request of 56 per cent 
of the ownerships facing the 
road, approved a resolution 
last week initiating assessment 
district proceedings. 

A public hearing date will be 
set after civil engineer Edwin 
Smith completes plans for the 
street work. He said this might 
take until February or March. 

Because the number of 
people signing the petitions 
didn’t hit 60 per cent, the 
district must be formed un- 
der a procedure that will 
allow a future protest of 50 | 
per cent or more of the prop- | 
erty owners at the hearing 
to cancel the work. 

If the 60 per cent figure had 
been reached the district would | 
have been set up under state | 
law that gives the council pow- 
er to overrule any protests if | 
it desired to go ahead with the | 
job.

Ninety-eight per cent of the 
structural and architectural 
concrete of the new College 
Height campus of College of 
San Mateo has now been pour- 
ed, according to George Hut- 
chinson, director of building 
construction for the college dis- 
trict.

Unification Plans— 
Some Good, Some Defects 


The marching and countermarching concerning school 
district unification in the south county continues apace, 
the most recent development being a request for expressions 
regarding the formation of a proposed “Searsville District,” 
to be made up of the present Las Lomitas, Portola Valley 
and Woodside School Districts. 

It seems to have been conceded that the San Carlos 
and Belmont elementary school districts are well enough 
balanced so that, if combined, they'd make a pretty fair 
unified district. High schools in the area are well located; 
the area is built up to an extent that population projections 
can have some validity and the tax base seems to be ade- 
quate for the proposed organization. 


The Woodside-Portola Valley-Las Lomitas combina- 
tion has some of these assets, not others. 


Woodside High School is not well located for the use 
of the proposed district; as a drawback. There’s a high 
school site on Sand Hill Road which certainly faces future 
utilization, because there’s plenty of expansion yet possible 
in Portola Valley and Woodside — an asset. There are high 
standard building requirements, assuring a good tax base 
for such a district. This is another asset. 

Should members of school boards of these three dis- 
tricts agree after due consideration that unification of their 
districts was an advisable move, we'd have only three 
other districts in the present Sequoia High School area — 
which could unify or fight to preserve the status quo. 

They’d be the Menlo Park, Ravenswood and Redwood 
\ City school districts. 

The three of them combined might not make a bad uni- 
fied school district. 

The high schools in these areas are built; the residential 
areas are sufficiently developed, so population projections 
have some validity; there’s a good, balanced tax base in 
the area with residential, commercial and industrial areas 
combining to make a fairly possible situation. 

We find it insulting to the people of the Ravenswood 
City Elementary School District, therefore, when we hear 
metion that they, with the second highest elementary 
school tax rate in the state, should be left out of future uni- 
fication plans. 

The residents of the Las Lomitas district face a com- 
parable tax rate, though they might be able to get by with a 
lower one by joining with the other districts to the west. 

Menlo Park School District has a relatively low tax 
rate compared to both Las Lomitas and Ravenswood, and 
might therefore achieve some tax benefit by staying inde- 
pendent of unification moves or moving with greedy calcu- 
lation to join the least expensive unification plan that can 
be devised. 

The people of the Ravenswood School District through 
the years have backed their most precious resource: The 
young people growing up, learning, standing in the mire 
of adult mistakes and in the same position as all young 
people: They're going to have to take over, some day. 

No matter how you slice it, unification of elementary 
school districts in the Sequoia High School District is going 
to be expensive for some areas, less costly for others. The 
taxpayers of the Menlo Park District will have to pay more 
than they are now paying — if they want unification. 

But in considering these large-area reorganizations, 
let’s not leave Ravenswood out. The residents back their 
schools financially in a manner wonderful to behold and 
joining with them certainly can't be interpreted as an im- 
proper thing to do. Even — and we say this with all due 
respect to fiduciary conservatism — if it costs money.

The Boys’ Club— 
Cart before Horse? 


The San Mateo County Community Council and the 
Menlo Park Boys Club board do not agree on the need for 
a Boys Club center in the Belle Haven area. 

The Boys Club has applied for United Crusade funds. 
The council, which studies such requests for the San Mateo 
County United Fund, recommends a turndown. 

We have always supported the cause of the Boys 
Club and we still feel strongly that it would be a valu- 
able asset to the community. 

It is intended to give a boy more than just a place 
to play. It is designed to be a place where he “belongs,” 
one where there are counselors available to listen to prob- 
lems which he may not be able to discuss with his parents. 
parents. 

On the other hand, the county United Fund organiza- 
tion is having a great deal of trouble in raising sufficient 
funds to maintain allocations to organizations already in 
existence. 

The Boys Club leaders say that they can get the 
building built with volunteer labor and contributed 
building materials, They have sufficient funds com- 
mitted to the club to allow operation for at least the 
first year 

The directors have indicated that they didn’t expect 
to be receiving United Crusade funds for three years at 


least. 

What happens after that? We feel that any Boys Club 
appeal for United Crusade funds shouldn't be conducted 
with an empty building and treasury used as a means of 
getting the money. 

It might be better for the Boys Club to organize, 
hire its counselors and workers, and arrange to use 
present school or recreation facilities. 

When the club is a living thing with good participation 
from the community, the United Fund organization 
couldn’t refuse to participate. 

Perhaps building the club center first is putting the 
cart before the horse. 
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Transit: Future County Problem

Now that the final tabula- 
tion is in from the Nov. 6 elec- 
tion, it is interesting to see 
that the bond issue of nearly 
a billion dollars has passed for 
a three-county Bay Area Rapid 
Transit system. 

The “speed” rail lines will 
link the East Bay and San 
Francisco via a tube under the 
bay. New streamlined trains 
will serve the far corners of 
Alameda and Contra Costa 
counties as well as give some 
benefit to residents of San 
Francisco. 

Officials of the transit dis- 
trict should have real appre- 
ciation for two big factors 
that put the huge bond issue 
across. First the state legisla- 
ture lowered the required 
majority from two-thirds to 
60 per cent. This alone was 
enough to bring succcess to 
the bond issue. 

But even that flagrant disre- 
gard for state law would not 
have been enough if San Mateo 
county had not withdrawn be- 
fore the issue went to the vot- 
ers. 

We have no doubt that this 
county would have turned 
down the program and proba- 
bly by a margin of at least 60 
per cent against. The board of 
supervisors pulled out because 
the cost apparently was much 
higher than the benefit. Anoth- 
er point of contention was the 
failure of Santa Clara to join 
in the program. 

What is next in line for San 
Mateo county now that at least 
a start is being made in a bay 
area rapid transit system? 

Already members of the 
board of supervisors and oth- 
er county officials are start- 
ing studies that could lead to 
some tie-in with the San 
Francisco lines. 

Before any program can be 
discussed, however, Santa Clara 
county officials must indicate 
that they are interested. 

Rapid transit for this county 


with service to the business 
centers in the north is not en- 
ough. We need more than 
trains into downtown San Fran- 
cisco. We must have service 
that will include Candlestick 
Park, for one, and probaly Ke- 
zar Stadium and the Cow Pal- 
ace if possible. This can be 
done and probably at far less 
cost than joining in the recent- 
ly adopted three-county plan. 

San Mateo county already 
has excellent commute service, 
but it does not provide the fast 
service needed to the centers 
of business and recreation. Peo- 
ple who work in San Francisco 
or San Jose, but reside in oth- 
er eras 10 to 25 miles from 
their jobs, will use rapid trans- 
it if the service they demand 
is available. 

This county may not be 
able to afford staying out of 
the new system but a lot of 
improvements have to be in- 
corporated into the previous 
plan drawn up for this area. 

County residents may not be 
interested in two huge projects 
purely for the movement of 
people. Next April a bond is- 
sue of many millions will go 
on the ballot to provide funds 
for improving the county's 
roads and highways other than 
state routes. This bond issue es- 
timated at $30 million or more 
is principally for the so-called 
feeder lines and will include 
every section of the county. 

Anyone who gets into a car 
during the morning or evening 
commute hours knows that 
something must be done to 
move traffic faster. The “off- 
beat” roads running both north 
and south and east and west 
are as crowded as Big Game 
day. The bond issue is planned 
for these needed improve- 
ments. 

The question arises whether 
properties should carry the full 
cost of either the rapid transit 
or highway plans. Certainly 
revenue is not going to pay for 
a transit system

Recorder reveal that, 30 
years ago this week, the fo) 
lowing items, here repro- 
duced exactly as first pub- 
lished, were news in the 
young community. 


November 11, 1962: 


Fire Chief Tromas Cuff wish- 
es to announce through the col- 
umns of the Recorder that 
there will be little need for any 
child to go without a toy or so 
on Christmas this year, if the 
public at large will cooperate 
with the fire department. 

Following a custom that is 
prevailing in many of the paid 
departments in larger cities of 
this state the local fire depart- 
ment has broadcast a call for 
broken and disused toys. Those 
that are in any way broken 
will be repaired and repainted 
and then distributed to chil- 
dren in the local fire district 
which embraces Atherton, Las 
Lomitas, Ravenswood and Men- 
lo Park. Of course the number 
of toys distributed will depend 
on the response to the call of 
the fire boys. 

Practically everybody can 
find some toys that would make 
a little tot happy on Christmas 
Day. Why not look up those 
castoff toys today and leave 
them at the fire house, or if it 
is not possible to leave them, 
call and some of the boys 
will call. 

Members of the local depart- 
ment — most of them giving 
their time — feel it is not alone 
their duty to make people hap- 
py by putting out fires, but 
they should spread Christmas 
joy and cheer by the rebuild- 
ind and distribution of toys to 
kiddies who would otherwise 
be forgotten by Santa Claus.

The city of Menlo Park has 
received $2317 as its six-month 
share of the fees paid by hold- 
ers of alcoholic beverage licens- 
es. 

The payment was made by 
the state department of alco- 
holic beverage control which 
allocated 90 per cent of all 
license fee money back to in- 
dividual cities and counties to 
be used for many branches 
of services offered by local 
governments.

The most recent payment 
was for the six-month period 
ending Aug. 31, 1962. San Ma- 
teo County as a whole, includ- 
ing unincorporated areas, re- 
ceived $95,105 for the period.

nor fixtures as needed for var- 
ious offices. 

This shifting of men from 
one department to another 
might result in bookkeeping 
problems, because it means 
that part of a man’s pay check 
has to come from one depart- 
ment, another part of it from 
another. 

But the bookkeeping prob- 
lem is considered secondary to 
keeping the men_ interested 
and happy and busy, according 
to City Manager John R. John- 
son. 

The men, he says, like to 
change jobs and learn new 
skills as they go along. 

Most of the men in the de- 
partments are classed as ‘‘main- 
tenance men” of various 
grades, depending upon how 
much skill they’ve attained in 
operating a variety of machin- 
ery. 

All of the men, too, are en- 
couraged to keep an eye open 
to improve satety and to run 
as economical an operation as 
possible. 

A member of each depart- 
ment serves on an employees’ 
satety committee whicn meets 
regularly and goes over possi- 
ble hazards. 

As an example of economy 
that can be achieved, it was 
tigured last year, for instance, 
that the “trade in” which would 
be allowed on an old street 
sweeper was too low; the me 
chanics and helpers of the ci 
ty’s staff tore the old one 
apart and largely rebuilt it. 

The engine had to be sent 
out to be rebuilt but this was 
the main out-of-pocket cost 
and the result is that now 
the city has a good new 
street sweeper and a depen- 
able “stand by” unit to sup- 
plement it should the need 
arise. 

Storage of mechanical equip- 
ment poses some problems be- 
cause the street and parks de- 
partments house their gear in 
old buildings left over from 
World War II 

Looking forward to the day 
when there'll be a new corpo- 
ration yard on land already set 
aside in Belle Haven, the city 
isn’t likely to spend huge 
amounts on the present plant. 

The situation was eased 
somewhat a few months ago, 
when the National Guard movy- 
ed its battery from here to 
Redwood City. Even so, there 
are a few pieces of equipment 
which perforce must stand out- 
side when not in use. 


All workers in public and 
private industry these days 
are concerned with “fringe 
benefits” and the workers in 
the Menlo Park street and 
departments are no exceptions. 

One of the most attractive 
ones they’ve been given in 
recent months is a sort of 
“uniform,” supplied and 
washed by a uniform service. 

If you haven’t noticed, the 
city’s workers are clad in grey 
khaki with a “City of Menlo 
Park” tree over one shirt poc- 
ket and the name of the worker 
over the other.

TELLS US: 


The Pilgrims were joining 
some strange company when 
they declared a Thanksgiving 
celebration in 1621. For the 
practice of giving thanks for a 
plentiful harvest goes back al- 
most to the time when man 
first gave up wandering and 
hitched himself to a plow. 

Along the Mediterranean, 
ancient peoples held festivals 
at harvest time in honor of a 
mother goddess. The Semites 
called her Astarte, while the 
Phrygians named her Semele. 

The Romans honored Ceres, 
the goddess of agriculture, in a 
celebration called the Cerealia, 
reports World Book Encyclo- 
pedia. And the Greeks paid 
tribute to Demeter in secret 
rites called the Eleusinian Mys- 
teries. 

Christianity put an end to 
many of these festivals, but a 
pagan-inspired belief in the 
Corn Mother, or the Mother 
of Grains, survived among 
some peasants in the British 
Isles and Europe. Her spirit 
was thought to live in the last 
sheaf of grain left standing in 
the field. 

In northern England, the 
last handful of corn was the 
“kirn,”’ and sometimes it was 
fashioned into a “kirn doll.”

The Pilgrims probably be- 
came familiar with this cele- 
bration when they went to Hol- 
land to escape persecution in 
England, and it may have been 
the remembrance of this holi- 
day that inspired them to hold 
a thanksgiving feast after their 
first prosperous year in the 
New World.

Sarah Josepha Hale, a fa- 
mous woman’s magazine editor 
during the 1800's, is credited 
with establishing Thanksgiving 
as a national holiday. She work- 
ed for more than 35 years to 
promote the idea, reports 
World Book Encyclopedia, and 
in 1863 persuaded President 
Abraham Lincoln to issue the 
proclamation setting aside the 
last Thursday in November of 
that year as a day of Thanks- 
giving.

Spring 
is often blustery and cold 
while fall is more often warm 
and friendly — a golden season 
in which the smell of burning 
leaves and a brilliant sun fill 
the garden with unspeakable 
beauty. 
In short, fall is both a season 
to do things in the garden and 
one in which the conditions 
make it a pleasure to be doing 
them. So roll up your sleeves 
and take advantage of the last 
of our golden days. 

Garden cleanup should be 
placed at the top of your list 
of things to do this month. Be- 
fore planting new shrubs and 
pereninals, be sure that beds 
and borders are cleared of ac- 
cumulated leaves and faded 
plant material. Lawns should 
‘be raked briskly to remove 
matted clippings and to open 
root surfaces to the air. 

This is important, especially 
if fungus molds have developed 
in past winters. Clippings are 
better removed after mowing 
during hot weather, so if you’ve 
been in the habit of leaving 
them on, change your ways. 

Also near the top of the list 
should be soil improvement. 
Manure, compost and a com- 
mercial soil conditioner should 
be primary additives. Vermicu- 
lite and peat will help to light- | 
en heavy soils and bulk up 
loose, sandy soils. Bonemeal is | 
an excellent fertilizer for fall 
since it is long lasting and re- 
leases its food value slowly ov- 
er a period of months. This is | 
also the time to correct soil | 
acidity or alkalinity. 

It is the best season for 
planting evergreen trees and 
shrubs as well as perennials. 
It’s been proved time and again 
that fall planting insures more |

Look for needed garden re- 
modeling, therefore, and do 
major planting jobs this month 
and next rather than waiting 
until spring. If you need a 


plant it. If an overgrown foun- 
dation planting needs renewal, 
there’s no time like the pres- 
ent. Don’t hesitate to rip out 
old, overgrown plant material 
It’s can’t last forever and it cer- 
tainly isn’t doing the job that 
a young, more healthy shrub 
could do. 

Perennials are also priority 
items on November planting 
schedules. All the bedding var- 
ieties such as  delphinium, 
Shasta daisy, primrose and col- 
umbine are available in nur- 
sery flats. So, too, are candy- 
tuft, pereninal alyssum, tall 
border phlox, daylilies, red hot 
poker and the many other fa- 
vorites. 

The time is ripe for dividing 
established perennials, also. 
Many of them, such as phlox, 
Shasta daisy, primroses, need 
dividing after a few years. 
Don’t try to make one clump 
go too far. The weakling divi- 
sions are seldom satisfactory 
and are better discarded then 
nursed to a feeble performance 
in coming years. Plant only the 
heatlhy, vigorous divisions | 
from established perennials. 

There’s still time for bulb 
planting, too, but don’t wait 
forever on it. Daffodils, tulips, | 
hyacinths and minor bulbs such 
as grape hyacinth or crocus are 
in good supply yet, but will not 
be for long. Try some of these 
bulbs in pots and keep them in 
a dark, cool place such as a 
basement or garage until the 
tops begin to push up.
